xed of forcignors, whose work cannot be 
Li highly prajsod, worked unceasingly for ovor 
an hour it was impossiblo to check the progress 
of tho fire ond it simply bnrned iteelf out, 
dovastating two solid-blacks of nips and stone 
houses. “Tho “Iubabitants wero principally 
Chinomen and natives, who aro now homeless 
end penniless, While the firo was in progress 
the police discovered ¢ number of native soldiers 
who bad monaged to slip throught the advanced 
American linus negr Caloocan, and soon had 
filteon in custody. 

ANOTHER BLAZE. 

Bofors niné o'clock fire was disaovered abont 
half-a-mile from the firat in the Tondo. dis. 
trict, just ooross the brood strest Calls Iris 
that separates the vearest native eubacb from 
the city. As soon as the soldiers-arrived shoot- 
ing began and Mangers fell into the city streets, 
somo, bulleta even reaching tho Hotel Oriente 
and La Insular cigar factories. Tho police woro 
several times shot at from native houses and 
the roof of buildings within three bundred 
yards of ths. Wscolla. As o result tho 
-police- potted - protty—nearly- everthing wearing 


white or native clothes, and made a namber of,

hed begun and troops all over the city wore 
ordered out. Heavy guards patrolled all the 
principal streets.and.sontries were placed near 
tough localities, No one was allowed io leave 
the honres snd a fow natives who disregarded 
commands were shot. 

Qa reaching the Calle Iris the soldiers on- 
gaged anumbor of Fili: pt 
flying across tho street in lively style until tho 
fire forced the natives, back, but fhe shooting 
still continued through blazing houses and 
along the oreaks. A captain of tho. polico was 
shot through the cheek and two privates wounded 
before tha fire was reached, ‘ 

Tt was useless to attempt to save propart; 
and as this distriot has bean a notorious hotbed 
of crim 
started ‘new fires on the loft in the native 

.quarters. Theold Tondo Cathedral narrow! 
escaped rhination with tho rest, but was saved 
intact. Dozexa of people carrying small 
bundles attempted to cross into the Amorican 
lines, Two hundrod men and women, na- 
tives and Chinamen were ~taken~prisoners. and 
some thirty-five killed.. Suddenly another fire 
startad right hohind the Amorican outposts in 
the thickly settled: Tondo market place, and 
this added Hs blaze and smoke to the othor two, 
all of which kept on burniag anti! next day.” 
BUBNED THEIR WAY TO CALOQCAN, 
dn'the morning. Mojor Geoloh with sight 
companies started on tho march to Caloocan, 
clearing out the intervening country. as’ they 
went. ‘They encountered opposition right from 
the.start and within 800 yards of Calle Tris one 
Aworican was killed and four wounded. Nine 
natives took refage in a corral surroanded by 
atone walls and fought: for over half-as-hour 
before they werd killed, One old. fellow, on 
whom no weapons wero found, had apparently 
boon picking chickens throughout the fighting ; 
ho died with tho rest, A short distanoo fur 
thor along the lins of the steam-framway s hody 
of about fourty soldiers were atrongly ontrenchod 
anda private of the 28rd 0.8, Infantry was killed 
before the men swept over the treuch and found 
twonty-soven Filipiuo bodies. The restoseaped 
into the brush and kept up lively sniping until 
dark, when most of them maneged to escaps 
around the swamps on the left of the Kansas 
troops. About sixty men supposed to have 
thrown away their arms and nniforms gavo 
themselves up to theadvanood American lines at 
Calocean. .As the troaps from Manfla marched, 
they burned evorything bafore them end left a 
trail of smoking ‘ipa hogses, The district ia 
thoroughly clesned oat and the native attempt 
wag'n failure with the exception of the foss in 


arrosts.
